Fire of undetermined ongln de- 


stroyed a large barn, together with 
crops, livestock and machinery on 
the farm of Frank Helm, Gardners 
-R. 1, at noon today, causing damage 
estimated at $10,000. 


In addition to the year's crops 


stored in the barn, three heifers, a 
bull, "a number of chickens, several 
plows, a hay loader, tractor and two 
wagons were destroyed. 


The flre, which was discovered at 


11:30 a. m., is believed to have starts 
ed some time before. Mr. Helm and 
his son were in a field husking corn 
when the son was sent to the barn 
to get the horses. He discovered the 
flames and rushed to the home of a 
neighbor, Elmer Hikes, from where 
the Bendersville, Biglerville and 
York Springs flre company trucks 
were summoned. 


The barn burned rapidly and in 


less than an hour had been levelled. 
Firemen succeeded in saving sev- 
eral nearby buildings. 


Covered By Insurance 


A new milk shed, erected by the 


Helms since the purchase of the 
farm early this year, was destroyed. 


Mr. Helm, who is the father of 10 


children, said that his insurance 
-would cover most, if not all, of the 
loss. 


The firemen used their booster 


tanks in fighting the flames, water j 
being carried to the truck tanks from 
nearby sources. 


Several poles carrying electric 


power lines were damaged. 


The barn burned was.built in 1911 


and at that time had been erected 
to replace another barn burned on

TASKS IN FALL 


Protect late tomatoes and other 


tender plants against any sudden 
drop in nighf temperatures by cov- 
ering the tops at night with news- 
paper, sheets or burlap tied to stakes. 


If you contemplate planting roses 


next month, order the plants now. 
Also place your order for tulip, daf- 
fodil, hyacinth and other hardy 
spring-flowering bulbs. 


Prepare all planting holes for roses 


now, so that the beds will become 
settled before planting time. Roses 
need good drainage and a fertile soil 
well provided witii a complete plant 
food. 


Take cuttings of summer bedding 


plants since it is better to carry 
stock through the winter as young, 
vigorous plants than as worn-out 
specimens. Do this job early in the 
morning when the plants are fresh. 


Clean up the garden by burning 


all foliage and stems of diseased or 
insect-infested plants. Put on the 
compost heap all disease-free ma- 
terial. 
—Tf yon wish to enjoy the beauty 
and delicate fragrance of sweet vio- 
lets next spring, plant a bed this 
fall. An ideal location for them is 
a semi-shaded place where they will 
be spared too much sun. 
Get your eoldframe in readiness to 
receive all tender perennials suscept- 
ible to winter kill 


This Is the ideal time for planting 


of blueberries, because the soil is 
warm and conducive to quick root 
growth 


Herbs are good plants for a sunny 


kitchen window. They will do better 
if set individually in five ir six-inch 
pots rather than together in a win- 
dow box 


To prolong the life of dahlias used 


for indoor decoration, particularly 
ihe large flowered types, cut the 
flower stems w)tli a sharp knife and 
then slit the stems through the 
middle for three or four inches from 
the base. 


Start bulbs of paper-white narcis- 


sus in pebbles and water now for 
Thanksgiving: bloom. 


Mow the lawn frequently to keep 


crabgrass from seeding.

FACTS TO KNOW ABOUT 


SHRUBS 


Most deciduous shrubs should be 


set out after they become dormant 
in October or early November. 
Orders snould be placed at once for 
about October 20 delivery. Of course, 
plantiiig bites should oe prepared a& 
soon as possible. 


Eight facts should be kept in 


mind 
when planting ornamental 


shrubs: (1) Obtain plants from a 
nearby nurserj; (2) Plant as soon 
as possible to avoid drying roots; 
(3) Prepare holes deeper and larger 
in other dimensions than actually 
needed to accommodate the well 
spread roots; (4) Fill under and 
around with fertile topsoil; (5) Pul- 
verized manure is beneficial in most 
cases if gathered from summer pas- 
tures after it is well weathered; (6J 
Pack soil firmly around the roots 


the hybrid perpetuals, the flori- 
bundas and the hybrid teas, in any 
climate where established hybrid tea 
roses will winter well under average 
protection. 


A fertile, medium clay loam soil 


n, ideal for roses but almost any 
type of sou can be made suitable 
by the addition of elements to im- 
prove it Humus, leafmold and peat 
are all valuable; additions to any 
soil to be used for growing roses. 
If well decomposed cow or horse 
manure is available for inclusion, 
you are in luck as they, in common 
with many plants, thrive on a good 
supply oi organic matter. Commer- 
cial plant foods also have their 
place in the initial pieparation of 
the soil and an even greater place 
m their future culture once estab- 
lished. 


and water liberally to settle it; (7> 
Water newly planted shrubs fre- 
quently until the ground freezes; 
(8) Mulch with vegetation for the 
first year as a moisture-holding pre- 
caution. 


Mock orange is not an orange and 


does not mock. Its general name is 
Philadelphia — named after an 
Egyptian long who ruled two cen- 
turies before Christ. Late flowering 
this shrub likes a well drained loam 
It must be pruned after flowering 
and not in the spring There are sev- 
eral hardy, delightful varieties and 
species. 


Among the choicest berry-beanng 


shrubs is "the firethorn. listed- in 
catalogues as Pyracantha. In this 
latitude they need a sheltered loca- 
tion where the woods which lormed 
the previous summer will not suffer 
from winter-killing. P. occmea is 
probably the hardiest. 


By including some of the hybrid 


lilacs with the old-fashioned purple 
sorts the blooming season can be 
extended well up into late June. All 
hiacs should be planted in late 
October, as their habit ot early 
spring growth prevents successiui 
spring planting. 


Crape Myrtle (Lagerstroemia in- 


dica) is the 'outstanding flowering 
shrub throughout most of the south 
Beautiful specimens are seen in 
sheltered locations even north of 
Washington, D. C Tests indicate 
this shrub will withstand tempera- 
tures as low as zero after the woods 
are 3 or 4 years old It is •worth a 
trial in this latitude. 


Hardwood cuttings of Hydrangea 


PeeGee may be easily rooted in well 
drained beds where the plants are 
to grow. Covering each with an up- 


turned glass jar is advised. Lake most 
other hardy deciduous shrubs, hy- 
drangeas prefer fall planting. 


Old specimens of boxwood should 


be watered liberally until the ground 
freezes if autumn weather is some- 
what dry. Despite the fact that 
most broadleaved evergreens prefer 
an acid soil, boxwood apparently 
does best in a nearly neutral le- 
action. Applying well rotted manure 
after, the soil freezes in late Decem- j 
ber supplies some nourishment dur- 
ing thaws over winter Some expe- 
rienced growers add bone meal in 
the manure. 


In protecting boxwood, rhododen- 


drons, and azaleas from prevailing 
winds in winter, wait until the tem- 
perature drops to 20 degrees, then 
use a bingle-thicknfcbi burlap oil 


Abelias Woom all summer. They,

Holly trees usually fail to bear

SLAYER STAYED 
Bellefonte, Pa., Sept. 26 <£>) — 


Shortly before one condemned mur- 
derer walked to the electric chair at 
Rockview penitentiary early today, a 
second killer awaiting the same fate 
was given a last-minute stay of exe- 
cution by Governor James H. Duff. 


The governor stayed the execution 


of James Smith. Philadelphia negro 
sentenced to death for the slaying 
of John J. Haines, taxicab driver, in 
an attempted holdup at Philadelphia 
last year. 


Smith, his head already shaven 


for electrocution, was given the stay 
in accordance with a writ of habeas 
corpus issued Saturday by VS. Dis- 


trict Judge George A. Welsh calling 
for Smith's appearance in court at 
Philadelphia. Oct. 4. 


Smith's attorney contends the de- 


fendant was denied his "constitu- 
tional right" to free psychiatric aid. 


A last-jninute appeal failed for an- 


other Philadelphian, George A. Neift 
24,, Marine veteran, who was elec- 
trocuted a*t 12:3*% a. m. (EST) for 
tn* strangulation slaying of his 11- 
-year-old niece, Isabelle Mallon. 


Neill's attorney liad pleaded un- 


successfully for a reprieve so that he 
could bring a similar petition for 
Neill.
